Every citizen is concerned with pay ing for 
highway s. The United States could not ex ist 
without motor vehicles. 
Here is a point of view on the problem of 
vehicles which use roads commercially —truck s 
and buses—and how much they should pay . 
At out 95 per cent of all vehicles used for 
truck ing purposes are local. They are found on 
farms, in delivery fleets such as those main­ 
tained by milk and bread companies, the Post- 
office Department and. somewhat unex pectedly , 
the railroads. The six th largest truck operator 
in the country is Pennsy lvania Railroad. 
This gives authority to an article by R. J. 
Littlefield, general tax agent of the railroad, in 
4‘The Pennsy ” for February . He points out that 
ra i lr o a d s have no quarrel with truck s, only with 
operators of long-haul truck s which underbid 
railroads for business because the long haulers 
have an unfair cost advantage. 
They do not build and maintain their own 
road beds. They pay only a fraction of 
the 
tax es charged against railroads, and they are 
not subject to inflex ible regulations. 
“ Railroads seek no unfair advantage and wish 
to impose no burden of prejudiced restrictions 
on truck s,” declares Littlefield. “ We favor open 
competition among all forms of transportatic n 
on equal terms. Let the operator of each form 
of transportation pay the full cost of his op­ 
eration, charge the least he can, give the best 
service 
he can—and then let each customer 
choose the railroad, the truck ing company , the 
airline, the barge, or whatever other form of 
transportation that best suits him.” 
That sounds fair enough and 
should have the 
effect of narrowing down the railroad-truck ^r 
issue. The argument is not between railroaders 
and all truck owners and operators. It is be­ 
tween railroaders and interstate truck opera* 
tors—a minority of the truck ing industry . 


Soft Music I n Moscow 
Government officials who have been guess­ 
ing what the Kremlin will do nex t have tak en 
note of the emotionalism permitted during the 
period of mourning for Stalin. 
Since nothing is done in Russia without a 
political reason and no news from that country 
can be dispatched without censorship, it’s ev­ 
ident the dictatorship intends to mak e Stalin’s 
death the ex cuse for a splurge of tenderness 
and love. 
It would have been possible to whoop up a 
fresh crescendo in the hate-America theme, or 
to spark off a new burst of anti-Semitism. But 
the dictatorship has chosen, instead, to drama­ 
tize a nation in deep mourning, weeping bitter 
tears over the loss of a dearly -loved leader 
who was k ind to little children, widows, or­ 
phans, old soldiers and so on. 
This is the first time the dictatorship has 
used the heart-rending approach since the dark 
day s of World War II when Americans were 
encouraged to believe Russians were fighting 
on the side of human dignity under the benign 
guidance of an Uncle-Joe ty pe of leader. Va t 
mischief wa* caused by that distortion of fact. 
No mischief should be caused by the in- 
congruin of soft music in Moscow. The hate- 
America bellowing will begin again on com­ 
mand. 


Long Li ve Joe! 
The appropriate thought for a free man on 
the occasion of Stalin’s "death” is that he may 
have died y ears ago and the event is 
only being 
announced now' for a psy chological purpose. 
In the same line of reasoning, the appropriate 
thought about Stalin’s successor is that the 
man's name is of no importance. For practical 
purposes. No. 1 in the Communist hierarchy 
from now on may as well be called “ B i g 
Brother.” 
That was the late George Orwell’s satiric 
title to go with the monstrosity of man-worsh.p 
in "Nineteen Eighty -Four,” a 1949 preview of 
what was in store for human bemgs under dic­ 
tatorship, By 198 4, as Orwell imagined it, no 
one would k now who was running the Commun­ 
ist conspiracy , or what it was doing. 
The power of the state would be personified 
ns “ Big Brother," and its zig-zagging policies 
would have zigged and zagged so often no one 
would be able to remember where they began 
or imagine where they were going. 
Joe is dead, long live Joe. May be Stalin died 
y ears ago. Or may be he has been shut up in 
a cage for safe-k eeping while his captors go 
through the mummery of bury ing something 
that look s lik e him. No one can k now for cer­ 
tain when politicians control all information. 
The 
w ho l e world 
sy mpathizes 
with 
the 
Russian people in this climax of absurdity in 
the long, foolish history of man-worship, now 
reduced to the all-time low of abstract poli­ 
tician-worship.

There will be clearing of throats ! day s later. 
and raising of ey ebrows among 
Republicans who rend this, but I 
can assure them that it is true 
and that the Roosevelt who did so 
was perfectly sincere. 
Moreover, 
this

country such a thrill of joy that 
on the nex t Monday , March 13th. 
people stood in line in the nation’s 
bank s, putting back the money that 
they had withdrawn 
d a y s and 
week s before. 
There is a present-day moral to 
this story which 1953 Republicans 
might well ponder. I shall come 
to that presently . 
It is only being fair to Roose­ 
velt to say that in those day s, and 
before that in his campaign for 
the presidency and in his terms 
as governor of New York , he wfas 
a sincere believer in economy . The 
virus of tax -spend-elect had not 
y et entered his sy stem. 
As an evidence of his sincerity , 
he had appointed as director of the 
budget a conservative, hard-shel­ 
led gentleman of Scottish descent, 
Lewis W. Douglas, who had for 
six y ears been a congressman from 
Arizona. 
Douglas was not only a zealous 
economizer but an indefatigible 
work er. With help from various 
volunteer individuals and agencies, 
he prepared a bill authorizing the 
president to slash ex penditures, 
notably in government salaries and 
in veterans’ benefits. It should be 
noted that this was 
not 
in 
the 
form of a new budget or appropria­ 
tion bill, but an authorization for 
the president to mak e the cuts ac­ 
cording to his discretion. 
With the bill, which was appro­ 
priately called “A Bill to Maintain 


Nothing in those momentous day s 
so s’arted the blood of confidence 
to flow. It was the turning point 
in the depression and it was a 
most conservative move. 
Roosevelt, in tak ing this action, 
was moved by a shrew’d apprecia­ 
tion of politics and of human 
nature. He realized that he must 
s rik e at once or forever hold his 
peace. If he did not do so, the 
forces of spending would mobilize 
in such force that he might never 
get an economy measure through 
Congress. 
Literally , he caught Congress off 
guard and he prevailed. 
Never mind what came later. 
For all the gains were eventually 
lost, including the economical Mr. 
Douglas. 
The lesson this should teach the 
present 
administration 
and 
the 
leaders of Congress is that if they 
ex pect to get economy or cut tax es 
or even balance the budget, they 
should act boldly . 
If they wait until the endless 
process of hearings on appropria­ 
tions has been carried out. the 
present fiscal y ear will pass, vest­ 
ed interests in spending will dig 
in, and the hopes of tax pay ers and 
the promises of Republican politi­ 
cians will vanish. 
To fix some goal and to get a 
commitment f r o m Congress 
to 
meet that 
go a l is the way to 
achieve economy . The ves-if atti­ 
tude of both Eisenhower and Taft 
is bound to end in frustration. 
If economy could prevail in 1933 
j when people were cry ing for food 
and jobs, it ought to be possible 
in 1953.

It is possibly caused by a 
virus. 
A sk in test has been devised 
which seems to be rather accurate 
in mak ing a diagnosis. This is im­ 
portant. since cat-scratch disease 
can be confused with many other 
conditions in which there is enlarge­ 
ment of the ly mph glands. 
The greater recognition which is 
being given to this disease now cer­ 
tainly does not mean that people 
who own cats should give up their 
pets.

For the first time in more than 
10 years anyone in Salem or v ici­ 
nity can build or modernize a 
home or other building without 
hav ing to worry about either mat­ 
erials 
shortages or gov ernment 
controls, 
according 
to 
William 
Sponseller, local lumber and build­ 
ing materials dealer and member 
of the Public Affairs Committee 
of the 
National 
Retail 
Lumber 
Dealers Association. 
“As of today, anyone can con­ 
struct any type of building and 
can use any desired types of mat­ 
erials without securing permission 
from the “federal gov ernment, pro­ 
v ided the necessary materials can 
be obtained without priority assis­ 
tance,” Mr. Sponseller said. 
“ Inasmuch as all types of lum­ 
ber and other building products 
are av ailable in full supply, this 
means that ev eryone is free to 
start building without fear of de­ 


lay due to scarcities or gov ern­ 
mental red tape,” he added. 
“ Some controls still remain ov er 
critical metals used in manufac­ 
turing certain building products, 
but ev en so the output will be suf­ 
ficient to meet all foreseeable de­ 
mand. 
“Lumber and most other build­ 
ing materials hav e been decontrol­ 
led by OPS, and av erage prices of 
building products are below the 
ceilings formerly in effect. No im­ 
portant increases are expected. 
“ An adequate supply of mort­ 
gage funds for home owners and 
others also is anticipated locally, 
although difficulty in arranging 
FHA and VA housing loans is re­ 
ported in some areas owing to the 
fact that the gov ernment has kept 
interest rates on those loans at a 
lev el which makes them unattrac­ 
tiv e to lenders,” Mr. Sponseller 
said.
